1, Pursuant to reference above, the following is report 
required on Subject. 

2, The training given the personnel mentioned shove was 
initiated pursuant to request of the Office of the Inspector 
General, USAF, in letter (SECRET) Correspondence Symbol AFIGO, 
and addressed to the Deputy Director of Plans. (The only copy 
available to this office is a Thormofax copy in which date and 
signature are not reproduced.) iff/GS/GTR was informed orally 

by DTP of decision to undertake the training, based upon personal 
conversations between DTR end DC/CX. 

3, The curriculum of the courses of instruction was derived 
from the general content of the Counterintelligence Operations 
Course, Counterintelligence Familiarization Course and Tradecraft 
Training given by Covert Training. Most of the materials and 
leeture/discussion presentations were virtually the same as those 
in use in current UTR courses with only minor changes to make them 
more pertinent to USAF/QSI. Schedules of the three increments of 
the course are attached. 

4, The courses were presented to three separate groups of 
fifteen (IS) USAF/OSI personnel each. The increments of the course 
were as Indicated below: 

a. 3 March 1954 through 20 March 1954 

b. 27 April 1964 through 15 May 1964 

c. 6 July 1964 through 24 July 1964 
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S* Total personnel trained were 45 (in groups of 15 each). 

All were personnel assigned to the Office of Special Investiga- 
tions, Office of the Inspector General, United States Air force. 
Grades ranged fro® Colonel through Technical Sergeant, and four 
civilians were trained. Lists of personnel are attached,
